BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF SOUTH DAKOTA:2

Section 1. That § 5-24-1 be amended to read as follows:3

5-24-1. County, township, or municipal officers or employees, having in their custody any4

public personal property, requiring inventory, as defined in rules issued by the commissioner of5

the Bureau of Administration shall annually on the thirty-first day of December, or within ten6

days thereafter, make in duplicate an inventory of all the public personal property. School7

employees designated by the school board shall make such inventory in triplicate annually on or8

within ten days after July first annually by June thirtieth and file it as provided in § 5-24-3.9
